Happy Americans, Just Freed, 
Torn, Slain by Jap Shelling

Cathedral at Cologne 
Still Can Be Repaired

INSIDE THE CATHEDRAL, Cologne, March 7.—(UP)—Cologne’s 


world-famous cathedral is scarred and strewn with rubble. 
is a great hole in its facade over the entrance. 


There 
Its twin spires, like 


the rest of the building, are smoke blackened. One of the flying 
buttresses which support it is badly damaged. 


The greatest loss is that of theT 


ruined 17th century organ hous- 
ing, intricately carved, destroyed 
along with modern organ mecha- 
nism by falling masonry. 

Windows are shattered, along 
with some less-treasured stained 
glass. A statue in the nave has 
been beheaded. Piles of broken 
masonry lie deep on the floors. 
The transept roof has caved in— 
bomb blast. Keystones of some 
arches have caved in. 


It will take 10 years or more 
to repair the cathedral. But the 
miracle is that anything is left. It 
is about all that remains of old 
Cologne. It is like a building stand- 
ing in the middle of a second-hand 
brickyard around which are “city 
limits” signs. ’ 

Never once in years of bombing 
of this city, first to feel the ter- 
rible weight of a 1,000-plane raid, 
has a bomb hit the cathedral di- 
rect. 

The most famous of the stained 
glass, the relics, the old gold and 
silver shrines, the ceremonial vest- 


ments and sacred vessels, croziers, 
rings and chalices were removed 
long ago to inner Germany. The 
wall mosaics are undamaged. Safe 
behind thick brick air raid walls 
are statues and tombs and the 
fresco paintings, dating to the 15th 
century. 


At the foot of the stone steps 
leading into the cathedral lies, 
rust encrusted, the only bomb 
which hit near it in five years of 
war—a dud. 

Catholic Army Chaplain Henry 
Dougherty, a former priest at Phil- 
adelphia General hospital, said: 

“It’s the finest cathedral I ever 
saw. It’s only a skeleton of what 
it was. But thank God! It can be 
repaired.”

Still Can Be 


Repaired

INSIDE THE CATHEDRAL, Cologne, March 7.—(UP)—Cologne’s 


| world-famous cathedral is scarred and strewn with rubble. 
‘is a great hole in its facade over the entrance.

the rest of the building, are smoke blackened. One of the flying 
buttresses which support it is badly damaged, 


The greatest loss is that of the’

Windows are shattered, along 
with some less-treasured stained 
glass.

Piles of broken 
masonry lie deep on the floors.

It will take 10 years or more 
to repair the cathedral. But the 
miracle is that anything is left. It 
is about all that remains of old 
Cologne.

Never once in years of bombing 
of this city, first to feel the ter- 
rible weight of a 1,000-plane raid, 
has a bomb hit the cathedral di- 
rect. 

The most famous of the stained

and chairman of the board of the 
Birmingham News and Age-Her- 
ald, died today at his home here.

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Is France To Blame. 


Latest expression of French tempera- 
ment comes in the announcement that the 
De Gaulle government has refused to act 
as a co-sponsor with the “Big Three” and 
China of the San Francisco world organi- 
zation conference on April 25. France, how- 
ever, will be represented at the conference, 
but merely as an invited nation. 

This action, following De Gaulle’s re- 
fusal to meet President Roosevelt at Al- 
giers, emphasizes the sensitive irritability 
—perhaps natural—of a proud nation but 
recently rescued from humiliating submis- 
sion to military occupation by a hated 
enemy. Possibly, too, France feels added 
humiliation in the fact that she had to be 
rescued from her predicament by other 
nations. 

There is hint, however, that the De 
Gaulle appearance of temperament is not 
popular with the French people, in a news 
report which tells of “extreme disappoint- 
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or De Gaulle? 


ment” among members of the French con- 
sultative assembly over the refusal of 
sponsorship for the San Francisco meeting. 


“The news... tended to widen the dif- 
ferences between the assembly and the 
government which have been becoming 
more pronounced in recent weeks,” an As- 
sociated Press dispatch says. : 

Certainly, whatever the 


reason for 


France's peculiar attitude and regardless 
of who is to blame, it bodes ill for the fu- 
ture stability of Europe when a nation like 
France, so strategically situated and with 
so fine a history of freedom, threatens 
world peace efforts by an apparent phobia 
which places national pride ahead of world 
security. Surely the present is not the time 
for either nations or individuals to be un- 


duly sensitive about prerogatives and so- 
cial formulas. It is, rather, the time for 
wholehearted unity, for give and take, and 
for mutual confidence.

“The grievances of the mine work- 
ers. like those of other workers, are real, 
but their solution cannot be achieved by 
disarming our fighting forces of the weap- 
ons of victory.”

People Like the Greeks 


ATHENS, Greece.— (By Mail) —The air 
seemed so clear that great distances were short- 
ened to nothing. Below us the sea was blue, the 

mountains seemed to be crowding in on the airport. But, as we 
circled and lost altitude, they receded. There were the olive groves 
ene us, goats and sheep, and thén we banked and slid down to 
eartn. 

When we set foot on Greek soil there was a hard wind blowing, 
picking up the yellow earth and swirling it across the hard-packed 
airport in quick gusts. 

Travel today is by military planes and transports, and civilian 
clothes attract notice. Now and then some shy soldier would say, 
“You are the first civilians I have seen in a year or more.” Or we 
would hear, ‘‘Look, civilians.” 

Driving in to Athens we passed signs of the old fighting and 
the new, for Athens and Greece have been torn with civil war, 
now happily ended unless more mistakes are made. 

Here, as in Rome, the walls and sides of buildings were splashed 
with political slogans. We passed by a field where workmen with 
gas masks dug up the hastily buried bodies of the civil war so they 
might be identified. 

There still was tenseness and there still was great sorrow in 
Greece. Not before had Greeks torn one another so fiercely and so 
cruelly. There was stark want in the city. Food prices were high. 
There was not much faith in the inflated money. 


Vital and Alive which was not to be found in France or in 


Italy. They seemed more vital and more alive. They had suffered 
more than any other people, save probably the Poles. They had been 
humbled and occupied. They, too, had their share of murdered 
ones. They had then had their own civil war. But the Greeks 
were up and about. They had had the will to fight back against 
the Germans. The Germans never really controlled more. than the 
central core of Athens. Out in the suburbs they had dug trenches 
and fought the Germans all through the occupation. 

When that was done they had enough left to fight among them- 
selves, fiercely and tragically. They are a good, tough people, the 
Greeks. They act and feel as if they fought and won their part 
of the war. They are not spiritually bankrupt. 

That was what made their civil war so tragic. 


But the Greeks had a bounce and an elan 


Had there been 


| gmore communications, more transport, more chance to get informa- 


tion distributed, there might not have been a civil war. It was 
handled badly by both sides, 

The story is an old one now. Suffice it to say here that the 
EAM group, with its armed ELAS force, had fought the Germans. 
It was not a Communist group. It had in it thousands of patriotic 
Greeks who attacked the police and the English believing they 
were defending their country against them. 

What must be kept in mind about all the liberated countries is 
this fact, in so far as the Communist party is concerned. It was 
an underground party, in most of the countries, before the war. 
When the Germans came, it was the only group with an organi- 
zation which could function. In Greece, during the German occu- 
pation, it carried on a mail service between the towns and islands, 
so effective was its organization. 

When liberation came, the Communists came up out of the un- 
derground with the only efficient organization. What was more, 
it had been tested and made more closely-knit during the occupa- 
tions. 

That is why, in many of the liberated countries, we heard so 
much about Communist activities. So it was in Greece. They 
made up relatively a small number of the ELAS group. But, when 
police stupidly fired on a parade, they took over the fighting. 

There were corpses on both sides. The suburb of Kairsariani, 
which had fought off 48 German attacks during the occupation, 
was headquarters of the rebel group. It was almost destroyed by 
bomb and shell. There were bodies on both sides. 


Peace Now peace has been made. It ought to last. We talked 

with Foreign Minister John Sofianopoulos, with Prime 
Minister Plastiras, back from exile, with others of the government, 
including the amazing regent, Archbishop Damaskenos, with the 
body of a heavyweight wrestler and the eyes and face of an Old 
Testament prophet. Had they been able to persuade certain offi- 
cials to take him as regent earlier the civil war might not have 
come. 

All these men are men who have known trouble. Many of them 
have been in exile during the times of Dictator John Metaxas. They 
will work it out, 

Greece will emerge again as a going affair. She has suffered 
greatly, but there is in her fiber a toughness which will not be de- 
stroyed. The wounds will be a long time healing, but they will heal. 

Greek politics are a long story. It is not likely the roval family 
will return. Not for some years, at any rate. There is too much 
feeling now. 

But the Greek people will come back. Greece will, if she gets 
her northern frontier settled, become one of the stout little nations 
of the Mediterranean. You don't destroy people like the Greeks.

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Is Justice Justice 
When Inequitable? 


According to an article appearing in the March 
1 issue of ‘Free France,” published by the French 
Press and Information Service at New York, the 


people of liberated France are considerably perturbed by some 


obvious inequities which have occurred in the trials of alleged 
collaborationists, It is said that sentences imposed on the guilty 
have frequently not been in accord with the degree of their guilt. 

For instance, it is pointed out that Stephane Lausanne, a French 
writer who willingly sold his talent and his conscience to the Ger- 
mans during the four years of occupation, was sentenced to 20 
years at hard labor. This, say the French, would be quite satisfac- 
tory if it were not for the fact that a comparatively obscure writer, 
aman so little known that his writings would never influence 
anyone, was condemned to death for a similar crime to that of 
Lausanne’s. The man sentenced to death was named de Puysegur. 

Then these critics of the new French justice point to the case 
of a certain general named Pinsard, found guilty as a traitor. Pin- 
sard did not receive the death penalty, but two men described as 
“insignificant accomplices who took no active part in the killing” 
were sentenced to die for the Mandel murder. 

A Frenchman who had volunteered to serve in the German 
army and who fought in German uniform against the Russians 
for four months was sentenced to five years in solitary confine- 
ment. 


: These, and other examples, seem to. indicate 
Inconsistent » that justice is often inconsistent in France, And 
the people, it is pointed out, are more sensitive about it because 
they have just ended four horrible years of life under total dicta- 
torship. Perhaps they expect too much of Lady Justice. 

We know, in America as in all countries, that the judgment of 
the courts is not infallible. Errors are made. Two men, equally 
guilty of parallel crimes, may receive vastly different sentences 
merely because one happened to be tried before a more lenient 
judge that the other. Or, perhaps, because one had a more compe- 
tent lawyer to defend him than the other. 

There are many factors which enter into trial, judgment and 
sentence. We can only trust to the good intent of our courts and all 
connected with them and to the one infallible law. the law of 
averages, which generally works. out a balance approximately 


just, in the final tally. 

. : The article about France, cited above, concedes 
size of Juries that courts of justice are human, hence fallible. 
It also points out that the desire of the French people for perfect 
justice and proper punishment for guilty collaborationists is found- 
ed, in part, on French disgust with the sad record of graft, corrup- 
tion and betrayal among French civilian and military officialdom 
before the war. The French public feels a sense af deep guilt 
about these traitors who betrayed their country, both before and 
during the German occupation. Hence the French people today 
are extremely anxious to achieve purity in public life. So they 
want to see all the guilty properly punished and weeded out of 
public affairs. . 

But that very perfection of public purity is itself but an ideal, 
impossible for full realization, for there cannot fail to be imperfec- 
tions in any human organization. Still, by striving toward the per- 
fect goal, the French will come far nearer to achieving it. 


: It is pointed out that juries in French 
Too Small Juries courts have now been reduced to a mem- 
bership of four, instead of the 12 customary in most courts of 
Britain and America. And, logically, it is explained that the 
smaller the size of the jury the greater the opportunity for error. 
This is because each of the four men wields much greater author- 
ity than would be possible if he was one of a jury of 12. Ona 
jury of four, one man, confused in mind or misled by inability to 
think logically, may decide the issue in a four-man jury, whereas 
he would be overruled in a larger group. 

Just why French juries have been reduced to four is not ex- 
plained. Before the war they were the customary 12. Petain, 
during the Vichy regime, reduced the number to six and now it 
has again been cut to four. 

It is tragic, for the individual, that there should be such inequal- 
ities of justice. The great hope for France, however, lies in the 
determination to purge their public life and officialdom of the 
least suspicion of traitors and strive toward that single-hearted 
purity which is the ideal of courts and governments alike. That 
striving, of itself, is promise of a better, a stronger and a far finer 
France than that of the decade immediately preceding this war.

Georgia Boy Sets 
Trap for Guam Japs 


W ASHINGTON.—The war continues to pro 

duce its strange stories, but none of them more 

| interesting than the report that has just come 

ack from Guam regarding the ingenuity of two Marine lieutenants, 

one of them a Georgia boy, in rigging up a device for the capture 
of Jap prisoners. 


Although Guam was retaken by the Marines some six months 
ago and is- now the headquarters of our commander in chief of 
the Pacific fleet, the island is still infested with a number of Japs. 


The Marines are continually hunting them down with bush- 
combing patrols. As the Japs are flushed from tH€ir jungle re- 
treats they are wiped out with rifle and machinegun bursts. Or. 
if they take up fortified positions in caves, our men blast them 
out with flame throwers. 


This is the direct method of approach. But the Marines have 
another that is equally effective. Nonviolent in character. it is 
designed to capture the Japs alive rather than kill them. 

Writing from Guam, Shirley Povich, staff 


From College Park correspondent of the Washington Post, 


has just sent back a dispatch telling how the second method works. 
He attributes its development to two Marine officers, Lt. John 
Oliver, of College Park, Ga., and Lt. William Jones, of Lewistown. 


Oliver and Jones, according to Povich, have rigged up a loud 
speaker, mounted on a soundtruck, which they take into.the brush 
country where the Japs are known to be hiding out. 

Along with the sound truck they take a Jap prisoner who has 

been trained for his part. 
- The Jap prisoner is the star of the show, Povich says. He de 
scribes him thus: “They call him Taki. He is a grinning, toothy 
little Nip-in his forties, who fits the perfect American caricature 
of the ‘So Silly’ Jap. The patrol likes him, trusts him. On this 
island he was a civilian, brought from Tokyo.” 


How It Works “I saw Lts. Jones and Oliver set up shop on 
the cliff: It was a 10-mile ride by jeep from headquarters. At the 
appointed spot, the eight-man Marine guard, armed with rifles, 
machineguns, Knives and sidearms, and looking very grim, deployed 
themselves on three sides of the sound crew just in case of ambush. 

“At a signal from Lt. Oliver, Taki wrapped the microphone 
harness around his neck, leaned easily against a tree on the cliff's 
brink and started spouting Japanese. ... Taki opened up in Orien- 
tal politeness with ‘Good morning, you men out in the jungle. We 
are here to receive you in honorable surrender. ... And then he 
went into high gear. For the next five hours he put on a show. 

“Taki brings the war home to the Japs in the jungle. ... He 
invites them by name to come in and surrender... . He bears down 
on the kind treatment they will get when they give up. He 
emphasizes medical treatment for the wounded, good food for the 


hungry.” 

Povich says the system is producing results. Not 
Gets Results always immediately, for the Japs usually want 
time to think things over. They usually come in the next day after 
a broadcast in a given area. They have been coming in regularly 
at the rate of several a day ever since the sound-truck system was 
inaugurated. 

The Japs are unpredictable in the manner of their surrender. 
To illustrate, Povich told of a Nip who had been lured into camp 
by the Oliver-Jones appeals. Attracted by the smell of food, some- 
how he wandered into a Navy mess hall without anybody stopping 
him. The first person he encountered was a big Negro cook, who 
was armed with gothing more than a huge skillet. 

“Me want surrender,” the Jap said in his best English, without 
putting his hands up. 

“Confronted by this situation,” the Post writer went on, “the 
Negro cook surveyed the Nip, took a menacing grip on the handle 
of his skillet, and said: ‘Well then, surrender, damit.’ ”

his gril friend, Frances Mullinax, 
here in Atlanta telling her of it. 
He never writes me any of the 
interesting things happening, be- 
cause he thinks I'll worry about 
him,” she said. 

The letter written Miss Mul- 
linax, who lives at 865 Rawlins 
avenue, S. E., told little of the 
early part of the raid, but men- 
tioned the tears and the joy with 
which the internees received their 
rescuers. 

“When I see the terrible condi- 
tions under which the prisoners 
had to live,” he wrote, “I always 
think of my own home and how 
glad I am that none of my own 
people had to bear those hard- 
ships. ” 

“The native population in Ma- | 
nila treated us like kings,” the 
sergeant continued. “Wherever we 
went, they gave us food and 
whisky from the small stores they 
had managed to save from the 
Japs.” He described the appalling 
sight of the charred buildings and 
homeless persons. 

The young Atlantan dropped | 
out of Tech High school 
junior year in 1941 to join the 
Navy. He was rejected, and for a 
year he worked for a downtown 
theater.

Morality Is 
Matter of Logic 


(That which is moral simply 
produces the most good for the 
most people for the longest pe- 
riod of time. Morality, there- 
fore, is a matter of logic, so 
rule your emotions by your 
brain, or you'll probably rue 
your folly. Herman gives you 
some challenging batting aver- 
ages.) 


CASE F-210: Herman B., aged 
35, has long been a reader of this 
column. 

“At the suggestion of my par- 
ish priest, I recently investigated 
15 couples whose first child was 
born from six to eight months 
after the issuance of a marriage 
license,” he began. 

“Obviously, I had to do quite 
a bit of investigating to find 15 
couples who still lived in this 
small city, for these marriage li- 
censes were issued about 25 years 
ago. 

“Of the 15 couples who appar- 
ently indulged in illicit relations 
prior to marriage, four couples 
never did get married.

Maybe you will become preg- 
nant. If so, will the boy marry 
you? And do you think a forced 
or “shotgun” marriage is a good 
guarantee of later marital happi- 
ness? .

If you try to have an abortion, 
you may die or, more likely, pro- 
duce inflammation which in turn 
prevents your ever having a baby 
at a later date.

If you're getting a touch of 
spring fever every warm day 
chances are you need more vita- 
mins and minerals.

1 cup floked tuna, salmon or 
other fish (or chicken or meat) 

1-2 cup diced celery 

1-2 cup canned green peas or 
diced green pepper 

Cook macaroni in rapidly boil- 
ing salted water until tender. 
Drain, rinse with cold water and 
cool. Heat tomato juice to boil- 
ing point, add the soaked gelatin, 
stir to dissolve, cool. When thor- 
oughly cool add other ingredients 
and turn into a large mold.

WASHINGTON, March 
(UP)—The senate today snipped 
away two more penalty provisions | 
from its shrinking manpower bill, | 
including one that would have. 
penalized “bums and loafers’ not) 
in a “lawful occupation.” 

In doing so, the members served 
notice that their sentiment still is 
for voluntary appeals to labor to 
cure manpower ills, rather than 
for house-approved  work-or-jail 
legislation. 

By the strong vote of 60 to 23, 
the senate defeated an amend- 
ment by Sen. Bailey, Democrat, 
North Carolina, which would have 
required every man between 18 
and 45 not qualified for military 
service to take a war job or be 
subject to a $10,000 fine and/or 
five years’ imprisonment. 

Then, 54 to 27, it turned down 
the proposal by Sen. Revercomb, 
Republican, West Virginia, aimed 
at “pool room loafers.” That 
measure would have imposed the 
same penalties for a man not in 
service or not working at a lawful |

Speakeasies, circa 1945, range in 
character and class from the lush 
and luxurious floating speak in an 
expensive hotel suite to the dingy 
hideaways in a multitude of side 
streets, lineal descendants of the 
blind pigs of 20 years ago. 

The floating speak, by moving 
nightly, avoids the necessity of 
paying for protection. Neither does 


late hospitals or in some far-off jit have to worry about the honest 


cop on the local beat. They are 
burgeoning like dandelions in the 
spring sun in the midtown district 
on New York’s east side. 

A waiter, a bartender and a 
dozen or so bottles of liquor, and 
the floating speak is ready for op- 
eration.

Regular steers or tip-off men 
for the floating saloons hang 
around the doors of legitimate 
night spots which must now turn 
the key in the lock at midnight. 
Still thirsty customers, deter- 
mined to make a night of it, will 


in nine cases out of ten ask the! 


thirsty, he will do well to hunt up 
the steerer in the spot in which 
he was working the night before 
and get new directions. 

WHEN LEGITS LOCK UP 

The bartenders and waiters of 
one small, legitimate night club 
in the fifties have formed their 
own speak, which they open when 
the legit spot locks up at midnight, 
At 11:45 p. m., the master of cere- 
monies of the night club an- 
nounces that the place is about to 
close and will customers please 
pay their checks. 

As waiters collect the checks, 
they put the customer wise to the 
fact that if he wants to keep drink- 
ing, he can do so at such and such 
a place, 

Another flourishing type of 
speakeasy is the bottle club such 
as a dozen dance-band musicians 
have formed in a small, pleasant 
apartment in midtown. They have 
opened it purely for the conven- 
ience of themselves and their 
friends. There is a bartender to 
stir up drinks at $1 ($11 for 
Scotch by the bottle) and a cook- 
waiter who will wrazzle up sand- 
wiches or scrambled eggs. The 
“private” speak is open all night. 
The musicians explain that they 
are not accustomed to early hours 
or sleeping at night, and must 
have some place to go before 
beddy-bye at 8 a. m.
